WHAT AN HONOUR 


V HTERAN actress 

Barbara Windsor is 
now an official dame 
of the realm after being 
recognised in the Queen’s New 
Year’s honours list 2016. 

The Shoreditch-born, 78-year- 
old, is best-known for her risque 
roles in the ‘Carry On’ films 
and later as battle-axe pub 
landlady Peggy Mitchell in 
BBC soap ‘EastEnders’. 

The title, one of the highest 
honours awarded and 
equivalent to a knighthood, 
is in recognition of her services 
to charity and entertainment. 

She said: “I’m so honoured, 
proud and extremely humbled. I 
feel so lucky to have a job I have 
always adored which has allowed 
me to be in a position where I’m 
able to help others. For a girl 


from the East End born into a 
working-class family, this is truly 
like a dream, but it’s real.” 

Joining her on the list is 
Hackney heartthrob and 
Hollywood superstar, Idris 
Elba, who described his OBE 
for services to drama as ‘beyond 
special’ in a tweet. 

He said: “Awards and honours 
come in all shapes and sizes, but 
this is beyond special as it comes 
from Queen and country, and I 
couldn’t be more proud. What a 
year. On me head son!” 

The 43 -year-old actor and 
DJ, who grew up in Holly Street 
estate, E8, rose to fame for his 
role as Stringer Bell in HBO hit 
crime series ‘The Wire’. 

The OBE caps a memorable 
12-months for Elba, which has 
seen him receive two Golden 


Globe nominations for his roles 
in the much-lauded BBC drama 
‘Luther’ and Netflix’s ‘Beasts Of 
No Nation’. 

Also honoured was Carmel 
McConnell, who received an 
MBE for her services to school 
food. McConnell founded Magic 
Breakfast, a charity that ensures 
thousands of children have access 
to free, healthy food at the start 
of each day. The idea came to her 
after talking to headteachers in 
Hackney who said some of their 
pupils were too hungry to learn. 

McConnell took immediate 
action, delivering breakfast 
to schools in Hackney every 
weekend. Soon after, she gave up 
her consultancy work in the City 
and re-mortgaged her house to set 
up Magic Breakfast. 

That was a decade ago. Now 


she is teaming up with major 
global breakfast brands with the 
hope of delivering her goal, not 
just in the UK but worldwide, 
and, in 2014, she was named a 
top 10 game changer in Radio 4’s 
‘Women’s Hour’ power list. 

McConnell said: “I hope 
receiving this honour means we 
can have more conversations with 
people who want to help us.” 

Dr Adi Cooper, Chair of City 
and Hackney Safeguarding 
Adults Board, was recognised 
with an OBE for services to adult 
social services, as a result of her 
work as former Director of Adult 
Social Services at Sutton Council. 

Dr Cooper said she was 
‘thrilled’ with the title, adding: 
“The honour is a tribute to all the 
people I have worked with over 
the years in adult social care.” 
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London Fields traffic 
calming measures 


R esidents are 

>eing urged to 
ake part in a 
bnsultation to 
determine what traffic 
calming measures, if any, 
they would like to see 
introduced to the London 
Fields area. 

The Council had planned 
to trial a road filtering 
scheme, which was due 
to begin early this year 
and would have seen 
13 junctions closed to 
through-traffic, as part of 
the consultation process. 

The traffic filtering 
scheme was proposed 
to support the Mayor of 
London’s Cycling Vision, 
including a ‘quietway’ 
route through this area, 
and Council’s priorities 
to reduce through-traffic 
and improve safety for 
cyclists and pedestrians 
in Hackney. 

However, in response 
to local concerns and high 
levels of public interest, the 
Council announced that it 


would instead undertake 
an extensive, independently 
analysed consultation with 
residents before a decision 
is made on whether to 
proceed with any traffic 
schemes in the area. The 
revised consultation is open 
until 27 March. 

Five options were 
presented to residents at 
a public meeting held last 
month at Hackney Town 
Hall on 14 December. The 
audience had the chance 
to talk to the Council 
panel about their concerns 
and views, a summary of 
which, along with FAQs, 
can be viewed here: news. 
hackney.gov.uk/london- 


fields-traffic-scheme-

The options are: an 
area-wide scheme (ie the 
original proposal of a 
multi-j unction closure to 
through-traffic); closure of 
Middleton Road only; 
a Lansdowne Drive 
bus gate with possible 
Middleton Road closure;

A PRIVATE developer who defied planning law to build an 
illegal six-storey block of flats has been ordered to pay a 
UK record-breaking sum for a planning offence. 

The owner of 34 privately-rented flats illegally benefited 
from the use of the property (pictured), built without 
planning permission in Stanway Street, Hoxton. 

Garland Development Limited, and the company’s sole 
director Yusuf Sarodia, was sentenced last November for 
the offence of failing to demolish the property, after the 
Council served an enforcement notice in 201 1 . 

As part of the case, the Council made an application to 
the court to confiscate money illegally made from the 
building under the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

The sum of £700,000 
is believed to be one 
of the biggest ever 
handed down for a 
planning crime. 

At present, Garland 
and Sarodia have 
yet to demolish the 
property. The Council 
will consider further 
enforcement if action 
is not taken.

Last month, the prince 
met patients and staff at 
Mildmay Hospital, which 
became the first hospice in 
Europe to care for those 
with the virus at the height 
of fears surrounding HIV 
in the 1980s. 

Princess Diana radically 
reversed public perceptions 
of the condition when she 
was photographed kissing 
an AIDS patient at the 
hospital in 1989. In all, 
she made 17 visits to 
Mildmay, most of them in 
private and away from the 
glare of publicity. 

Prince Harry’s own visit, 
on 14 December, marked 
the official opening of the 
£6million site to which 
the hospital moved last 
year, as well as its 150th 
anniversary. He held 
hands with some of the 
most seriously ill patients 


THE Council is consulting on plans to reduce the £1 80,000 
it spends every year on subsidising local markets.

our patient and kissing him 
on the cheek went global, 
things changed.” 

While medical advances 
mean that prospects for 
those with HIV have 
radically improved since 
Princess Diana’s visits to the 
hospital, 100,000 people in 
the UK are still living with 
the condition. Mildmay is 
the only centre in Europe 
dedicated to rehabilitating 
the brain after impairment 
caused by HIV. 

During Prince Harry’s 
tour, one patient got 
down on her knees. He 
knelt with her and held 
her hand. Another, now 
26, told him that she had 
met his mother as an HIV- 
positive two year-old child 
and remembered Princess 
Diana’s hugs. “I remember 
that too,” the prince replied.

that has been beamed into 
cinemas and living rooms 
across the country. 

“Swim Dem Crew started 
in 2013, with just me, Peigh 
Asante and Emily Deyn,” 
he explains. Adding: “We 
all knew each other from 
Run Dem Crew and realised 
we were swimming at the 
London Fields Lido, just 


at different times. So we 
started swimming together.” 

It is hard to define Run 
Dem Crew. Set up in 2007, 
it isn’t a running club, but 
more a ‘community’ which 
runs together every week, 
and takes part in races 
across the world. Since it 
now has over 200 weekly 
members, ‘phenomenon’ 
might be a better word 
to describe it, and the 
community that sprang 
from it, includes the Swim 
Dem Crew. 

“We didn’t want to join 
a club, but swimming alone 
can be a bit boring. For 
us it’s as much about the 
community as the exercise,” 
adds Nathaniel, who has 
lived in Hackney all his life. 

Sessions take place 
every Monday evening 
and Saturday morning at 
different locations around 
London. Membership to 
the crew is free, and 
swimmers pay the cost 
of entry to the pool.

Nathaniel explains: 
“They’re an hour long, 
and we break into three 
different groups - tadpoles, 
dolphins and sharks - 
depending on ability.” 

Last year, Peigh got a 
call from a casting director 
about Swim Dem appearing 
in an advert for Google 
Android. He recalls: “Before 
we knew it, they were 
saying the advert was 
going to air during the 
England friendly and 
X Factor, plus in cinemas! ” 

When the advert came 
out, telling the story of 
co-founder Peigh teaching 
himself how to swim 
after injuring his leg and 
then inspiring other crew 
members to take the plunge, 
they had 200 applications 


for membership. 

“Now we open up 
membership every four 
months or so and, sadly, 
we can’t take everyone who 
applies, otherwise we’d 
turn up at pools and swamp 
them,” says Nathaniel. 

Helping people is a 
big part of Swim Dem’s 
mission. They recently 
supported Swim Hackney, 
a pilot scheme funded by 
the Council, which aims 
to break down the barriers 
preventing adults from 
learning to swim. Fifteen 
non-swimmers were taught 
the skill through twice- 
weekly sessions at London 
Fields Lido and Clissold 
Leisure Centre. 

This summer, the crew 
also collaborated with TV 


presenter Andy Akinwolere 
on the Swim Challenge 
programme. 

Nathaniel explains: “We 
assisted two teachers to train 
a group of young people in 
the pool. Then, when they 
were ready, we took them 
into the open water and 
scared the life out of them! 
It’s so different out there, 
it’s dark, you can’t see the 
bottom, there’s nothing to 
hold on to...” 

It took a lot of persuading 
and mentoring to keep some 
of them in the programme, 
but finally they took the 
group to Manchester to 
swim a mile in open water in 
the Great North Swim. 

“I swam alongside a girl 
who came in last, and when 
we got to the finishing 
line everyone was there, 
clapping and cheering,” 
says Nathaniel. 

Adding: “That’s got to 
count as one of my top 
moments. When you teach 
someone to swim you show 


them that, when you stick at 
something, you can achieve 
it. It gives you self-belief.” 

Swimming has worked 
its magic on Nathaniel too. 
Since starting Swim Dem, 
he has given up his job at a 
design agency and become a 
full-time swimming teacher. 

He says: “The thing about 
swimming, is that you 
can really zone out. I love 
running, but when you’re 
doing it there are loads of 
distractions: you can be 
listening to music, traffic, 
the sounds of the street. 
With swimming it’s just you 
and the water. It takes you 
away from everything else.”

W Hackney

T IE trouble with 

going out at night is 
that there’s always 
something to fall 
into,” says photographer 
David George. Adding: 
“I’ve stumbled off ledges 
and walked into big 
ditches, but I always hold 
the camera over my head. 
I’d rather break my leg 
than my camera.” 

The photographer is 
discussing the process 
behind his new book, 
‘Hackney by Night’, which 
was published at the end 
of last year by Hoxton 
Mini Press. Accompanied 
by a short story from the 
journalist Karen Falconer, 
are a series of eerily still 
and hauntingly beautiful 
photographs of the 
borough landscapes, 
taken between November 


2014 and June 2015. 

Each photo is strikingly 
different: a giant tower 
block in one, a low 
underpass in the next, an 
undisturbed stretch of water 
and willow trees in yet 
another. Capturing each, 
however, meant wandering 
the streets until 3am. 

“It started because I 
couldn’t sleep,” he explains, 
adding: “So instead of 
pacing the house aimlessly I 
started grabbing my camera 
and the dog and going out.” 

David had been taking 
night photos, and perfecting 
the long exposure that gives 
these images their almost 
supernatural luminescence, 
for about 30 years before 
Hoxton Mini Press 
approached him with 
the idea of turning them 
into a book. 

He says: “I didn’t want 
to cherry-pick photos from 
previous projects, so instead 


I offered to make a 
book of new photos. 

When you limit your 
focus to one geographical 
area, you explore other 
things in greater depth. 

You see seasonal changes 
through the book, for 
example, a good wintry 
mist in one photo, green 
shoots in another...” 

Having lived in the 
borough since 1991, that 
focus became Hackney. 
David had a map made 
up of the area and pinned 
it to his wall. He says: 
“Everything I photographed 
was within a mile-and-a- 
half of Hackney Town Hall. 
Before a shoot, I’d mark an 


area up in colour, and write 
on it when I came back. It’s 
actually quite a beautiful 
map to have in the house.” 

Further preparations were 
necessary too. He recalls: 

“I would always walk 
the route in the daytime 
first because you need to 
examine the area properly 
before exploring it in the 
dark. Sometimes accessing 
places is difficult at night, so 
I’d spend the daylight hours 
with the dog, looking for 
hidden ways in and out.” 

The explorations had 
their benefits though. 
“There’s an awful lot of 
water in Hackney. That’s 
something you don’t really 


notice till you walk. And I 
wanted to bring out those 
wilder sides of the area, 
as well as its more urban 
scenes,” he says. 

When a night shoot 
finally took place, it would 
be just him and his camera 
in the darkness. David 
explains: “People often 
think I use lots of equipment 
or Photoshop 
on my photos, but it’s 
really just street lamps, 
or moonlight and a 
long exposure.” 

Alone and exploring 
disused buildings and dark 
underpasses, was he ever 
frightened by the stillness? 
He laughs: “I’ve worked on 
my own at night for years, 
so I don’t find it creepy. 
People are probably more 
scared to come across 
me than vice versa. In 
silhouette, my camera looks 
a little like an axe...” 

He did, however, meet a 


surprising number of people 
while out on his shoots. 
David recalls: “There are 
more people around at 
that time than you’d think. 
People coming home drunk, 
people who can’t sleep, 
those with problems... I’m a 
curiosity and people stop to 
chat. I like meeting them.” 

There is, he points out, 
a great history of walking 
through London at night. 
Charles Dickens was a fan, 
as was Samuel Pepys. He 
says: “It makes for a big 
adventure, and I really 
hope that comes across in 
the pictures.”

C OLETTE Allen 

had never worked 
with young people, 
Ir even in the 
charity sector, when 15 
years ago, she applied for a 
job at Hackney Quest. 

She just had a sense that 
she wanted to do something 
more meaningful than her 
old role in communications, 
when she spotted a job 
advertised in the local 
paper. She applied, got the 
position and is still there 
today, but as the charity’s 
director. She says: “From 
the moment I walked in the 
door I loved it so much that 
it was impossible to leave.” 

Hackney Quest, a charity 
that works to support 
young people and families 
in the borough, first 
opened its doors in 1988. 
When Colette joined, as 
an administrator, it was 
running, she says ‘out of a 
shop front, effectively, on 
Well Street’. 

Today, the charity 
has grown enormously 


but, adds Colette: “The 
atmosphere is just the 
same as it was on my first 
day. I felt it as soon as I 
entered: it was warm and 
personal and supportive 
and I thought, this is where 
I want to be.” 

Seeing the impact that the 
charity was having on the 
young people who came 
through its doors, changed 
the course of her life. She 
explains: “Sometimes, in 
those first years, I would 
see young people in really 
difficult or complicated 
situations and just want 
to take them home with 
me. But you can’t take 
them all in.” 

Instead, she trained in 
youth work and, after 
having her second child, 
returned to the charity in 
2003 as a project manager 
and then, a couple of years 
late, as its director. 

She adds: “I had to 
learn all the skills on the 
job. Everything from 
volunteer management to 
fundraising, via budgeting. 
We do some of the hardest 
work in the community, 


while simultaneously 
having to raise the money 
to make it happen. It only 
works because we have 
such a great board of 
directors and such a 
strong team. We all 
support each other.” 

In 2004, the charity 
moved to new and bigger 
premises. From a staff of 
three, with 20 volunteers 
when Colette joined, it 
grew to a staff of six, with 


around 70 volunteers. 
From one core project, the 
charity expanded its efforts 
to encompass the multiple 
projects it runs today, 
from family support to 
the Frampton Park Youth 
and Family Centre, which 
opened in 2012. 

Colette continues: 
“Sometimes there’s a 
fear of young people, 
so the centre brings the 
generations within its 


community together. It’s a 
youth club in the evening, 
but also hosts running 
clubs, lunches, coffee 
mornings and projects for 
the socially isolated. It’s 
worked so well, it’s held up 
as a model for community 
centres on housing estates.” 

As the charity has grown, 
Colette’s children have 
too. “My kids come to the 
projects,” she says, adding: 
“My 12-year-old was 
saying only yesterday that 
she wants to get involved.” 

The young people Colette 
met when she first joined 
the charity have grown- 
up too. One girl, who 
was 10 when Colette first 
encountered her, is now 
24 and volunteering at 
the place that helped her 
as a child. 

“Sometimes, it’s hard to 
measure the impact you’re 
having, but we know it’s 
huge and she illustrates that 
for me, she’s what it’s all 
about,” says Colette. 

Then, there’s the little 
boy she met when she first 
joined the charity. 

“He was a real cheeky 


chappy, but so vulnerable, 

I used to stay up worrying 
that something truly 
terrible was going to 
happen to him, but the next 
day, he’d turn up again.” 

Today, he is 25-years- 
old and still pops in to the 
charity regularly. 

“I give him a huge hug 
and I tell him ‘you give 
me hope for every young 
person’,” says Colette. 

More typically, of course, 
it works the other way 
round: the charity giving 
young people hope. 

She adds: “I saw a young 
man walking down the 
road the other day. Then in 
Tesco I recognised him 
as one of our young 
people and said hello. 

He turned to me in this 
gruff voice and said 
‘Those days at Hackney 
Quest were the best of 
my life, you know?”’

Training on environmental 
projects available to residents 

RESIDENTS are being given the opportunity to gain work 
experience in environmental projects to build careers 
in the housing sector, thanks to a partnership between 
Hackney Homes and Manor House Development Trust. 
The trust runs a range of environmental projects in 
the north of the borough, with support from the Big 
Lottery Fund, to help residents manage the effects of 
climate change. 

As part of this project, people have been given free 
accredited training as energy advisors, including on- 
the-job experience. 

They have been delivering free home surveys across 
a number of Hackney estates, checking for damp and 
condensation, as well as offering energy saving advice. 
Four trainees then went on to secure paid positions in 
the industry. 

Kev Walsh, a former gas engineer from Clapton who 
took part in the training and carried out more than 200 
damp and condensation surveys for Hackney Homes, 
said: “I think energy efficiency is a really important issue 
for people living in Hackney and it was great to get this 
training and work experience.” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods 
and Sustainability, added: “This partnership is a great 
example of helping local residents gain new skills 
and practical work experience that will help them 
with their careers.”

He wrote extensively on 
his findings, and published 
a book in 1722, called ‘The 
City Gardener’, which 
identified the trees, plants, 
shrubs, and flowers that 
thrive best in London. 

The Council is also 
exploring the idea of 
holding a regular market 
in the park to boost user 
numbers. Suggested 
attractions could include 
stalls selling food, vintage 
wares, farm produce, and 


handmade items. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, said: “I think it’s 
right to honour one of 
Hackney’s most prominent 
forward-thinkers when 
we’re looking to broaden 
the horizons of the park. 

“Tell us how you use the 
park and what changes, if 
any, you want to see made, 
to help us create a green 
space that’s better for all.” 

The renaming of 


the recreation ground 
is supported by the 
Worshipful Company 
of Gardeners, the 
Metropolitan Public 
Gardens Association, St 
Leonard’s Church and the 
park user group.

Hackney makes history

E xcited pupils 

at two Hackney 
primary schools are 
piloting a history 
programme with TV and 
film stars and the British 
Film Institute (BFI). 

Some 40 students 
from Queensbridge and 
Grasmere primary schools 
are participating in the 
Making History project, 
which is designed to spark 
children’s interest in history 
and digital technology by 
playing detective to uncover 
their own family story. 

The brainchild of 
Clapton-born ‘Batman 
Begins’ star Colin 
McFarlane, the scheme is 
being piloted in Hackney 


and Lincoln, with a view to 
rolling it out nationwide. 
Students experienced the 
first step in this process 
when they were visited by 
Colin and ‘Citizen Khan’ 
actress Shobu Kapoor. 

Shobu said: “I was 
bowled over by how much 
the children engaged with 
the Making History project. 
Stories gave rise to more 
stories and before we knew 
it, children were on their 


computers, raiding the 
Encyclopedia Britannica 
website for information.” 

After uncovering 
something of their family’s 
history from the First World 
War, the students will go on 
to create a short film about 
their experience. 

They will be supported 
by Dr Nick Barratt and 
Neil Fraser (from the BBC’s 
‘Who Do You Think You 
Are?’ and ‘Heir Hunters’ 


programmes respectively), 
and students from the 
University of East London. 

The films will be screened 
in Hackney and then 
nationally at the BFI, on the 
South Bank, on 4 February. 

Sophie Wood, a teacher at 
Queensbridge Primary, said: 
“The project has inspired 
many children to have 
conversations that they’ve 
never had before with 
family members about their 
background and heritage. ” 

Lucie, a Year 6 Grasmere 
student, added: “My 
eyes have been opened 
to a different world and 
I feel privileged to be 
part of such a wonderful 
family history.”

15 marathons in 15 months 

A SCHOOL receptionist has won a national award as she 
nears her goal of running 1 5 marathons in 1 5 months.

Haggerston School scoops 
award for its able learners 

A HACKNEY school has been given an award in recognition 
of its work encouraging pupils to achieve their best.

M any people 
mark the new 
year by making 
a resolution 
to quit smoking, once 
and for all. 

It is therefore a 
prime time for health 
organisations to launch 
stop smoking drives. 

This year, Public Health 
England’s Smokefree 
campaign focuses on 
Chronic Obstructive 
Pulmonary Disease 
(COPD), a collection of 
lung diseases including 
chronic bronchitis and 
emphysema. 

Alongside the impact 
on quality of life, 
approximately 25,000 
people die each year from 
COPD in England, which 
is twice the European 
average. Around 86 per 
cent of these deaths are 
caused by smoking. 

Dr Matthew Hodson, 
Respiratory Nurse 
Consultant at Homerton 
Hospital, said: “My advice 
is not to ignore signs such 
as a smoker’s cough or 
breathlessness. Quit now 
before any damage to your 
lungs gets worse, as it’s 
never too late to stop.” 

Resident Ali Akpinar 
did just that. He quit last 
September after 20 years of 
smoking. He said: “I didn’t 
feel good, I couldn’t walk 
for more than 10 minutes 
without getting out of 
breath and my friends and 
family all used to tell me that 
I looked unwell. 

“It’s been four months 
now and I’m already 
breathing more easily. I 



know after six months I will 
feel even better.” 

After trying several 
times over the years to 
stop smoking, this time 
Ali succeeded with one- 
to-one support from a 
stop smoking adviser at 


Hackney’s Stop Smoking 
Service. He adds: “I know 
if I’m feeling stressed and I 
want a cigarette the service 
will still be there for me, but 
I’m determined that I will 
not give in and they will not 
be seeing me again.”

Hackney health and social care devolution pilot approved by Government 



HACKNEY’S bid to take 
charge of its own health 
and social care provision 
has been approved by 
the Government. 

It means the borough 
will become one of five 
pilot areas in London to 
take control of its health 
budget. The announcement 
last month, set out a shared 
vision - between the Council 


and the borough’s key health 
and social care providers - 
of delivering a joint, effective 
and financially sustainable 
system that covers the whole 
range of wellbeing services. 

It is thought that a fully 
integrated model could give 
residents better access to 
services in the community, 
rather than in hospital. 

Other examples of how 


this new model could 
benefit residents include: 
public health initiatives for 
schoolchildren; timely access 
to GPs and community 
pharmacists; top quality 
hospital treatment; excellent 
mental health services; 
and supporting people to 
remain independent in their 
community where possible.

Pencil sketch of the south elevation of Norris house in Grove Street, cl 840 


hackney history 


Green and pleasant land

m 


T is now the 
ill-populated 
rish of South 
ackney 
originally developed 
from two small medieval 
settlements that had grown 
around road junctions. 

One lay where today’s 
Grove Street and Well Street 
meet, the other around 
Grove and Lauriston roads. 
The area remained very 
rural until the second half of 
the 18 th century, when old 
estates began to be broken 
up and the land leased to 
speculative developers, who 
quickly erected new homes. 

By the early 19th century 
it was decided to build a 
chapel-of-ease on the north 
side of Well Street to serve 
the growing population. 

Local businessman John 
De Kewer gave land on the 


north side of Well Street, 
and plans for the chapel 
drawn up in 1 806 show a 
classically-inspired building 
that could seat over 700 
people. Fundraising for 
building costs went well, 
and at first it seemed that 
the chapel would soon be 
ready, but it was not opened 
until 1810, and ended up a 
much plainer construction. 

The costs for completion 
were paid for by the Rev 
Henry Handley Norris, 
curate of Hackney and 
holder of the local Norris 
estate, who also gave an 
annual fee of £20 to the 
chapel trustees to help pay 
for the chapel’s clergy. 

The dedication of 
the chapel to St John of 
Jerusalem was taken from 
a nearby manor house that 
had once belonged to the 
Knights of the Hospital 
of St John of Jerusalem. 
Known as Pilgrim’s House, 


it survived until the late 
1700s, but by then was 
in a bad state of repair 
and subdivided between 
poor tenants. Some of 
these included chimney 
sweeps, known as black 
boys because they were so 
often covered in 
soot, and the 
name of the 
Two Black 
Boys pub 
in Well 
Street 
preserved 
the 

memory 
of the old 
medieval manor 
until the end of the 
last century. 

Henry Norris was 
involved in the foundation, 
in 1 8 1 1 , of the National 
Society, which believed 
it was the church’s 
responsibility to educate 
the poor, as opposed to the 



British and Foreign Schools 
Society which ran on a 
non-denominational basis. 
Norris established a school 
in South Hackney, which 
taught reading, writing, 
counting and ‘instructed in 
the principles of religion’. 

In 1825, the 
decision was 
made to split 
the parish of 
St John-at- 
Hackney 
into three, 
creating the 
new parishes 
of South 
Hackney and 
West Hackney. The 
Well Street chapel, which 
had been enlarged in 1818, 
was designated as the 
new parish church of 
South Hackney with 
Norris as Rector. 

The old chapel building 
continued to serve the 
parish well for many years, 


but Norris realised the area 
would become built up, and 
that more homes meant 
more parishioners, so a new 
church would be necessary. 

Fundraising began 
in 1842 and the young 
architect of St James’ in 
Clapton, Edward Charles 
Hakewill, was appointed to 
design the new church on 
an island of ground in what 
is today Lauriston Road. 
Hakewill modelled different 
elements on medieval 
examples, including flying 
buttresses and a tall spire, 
which was damaged in the 
Second World War and 
replaced with the current 
copper-clad spire. 

Work began on the 
church at the end of 1 844 
and four years later the 
old chapel was demolished 
and the new St John of 
Jerusalem, built at a total 
cost of £16,000, opened its 
doors. Norris spoke at the 


consecration service of July 
1848 in a ‘good clear voice’, 
but he was now 78 and died 
just two years later. 

Buried beneath a plain 
slab in the north east 
corner, Norris’s real 
memorial is the great 
church that stands around 
him, acknowledged as 
being ‘of more than special 
architectural interest as a 
fully-fledged Gothic Revival 
church in the early English 
style’ and Grade IP 1 ' listed.

THE London Assembly is 
consulting on the impact 
of van traffic on road 
congestion in the capital. 

Light commercial traffic 
makes up 13 per cent of 
all London’s traffic, 
compared with four per 
cent for HGVs and 1.7 
per cent for buses. During 
the morning peak, this 
equates to around 7,300 
vans per hour. 

This means Transport 
for London and the retail 
and logistics industries 
will have to find new 
ways to improve the 
efficiency and sustainability 


of commercial traffic in 
the capital. 

The London Assembly 
Transport Committee is 
exploring how Londoners 
feel about the increased van 
traffic. They want to know: 
to what extent does light 
commercial traffic 
contribute to congestion 
in London? 

What is the current and 
future impact of van traffic 
on road congestion? 

How can drones, cycles 
and electric vehicles 
reduce the impact of 
traffic in London? 

Will sustainable delivery 


options, Click&Collect, 
out-of-hours deliveries, 
consolidation centres and 
vans as a substitute for 
HGVs reduce commercial 
traffic and how can these 
services be enhanced? 

The Committee aims to 
produce a report outlining 
its findings by early 2016.
